AUSTIN—Rising welfare 
costs w ill demand another 
$60.9 m illion increase in 
the state budget during the 
next two years, the State 
Board of Public Welfare con­ 
cluded last week. 
The Board also approved 
a budget request asking an 
additional $71. I m illion in 
federal matching funds for the 
1974-75 biennium. 
State Welfare Commis­ 
sioner Raymond Vowell 
blamed the increase on con­ 
gressional regulations and a 
two percent cut in the feder­ 
al government's sliare of w el­ 
fare program costs for Texas. 
Welfare Board member 
Louis S ar az ar. of Corpus 
Christi also pointed to in ­ 
creases in m edical care for 
welfare beneficiaries. 
Even with the increase 
recommended, benefits 
would be cut at least tem­ 
porarily next fa ll. State 
funds for welfare totaled 
$212.5 m illion in 1972 and 
$267.8 m illion in 1973. 
The Texas constitution 
lim its money actually paid 
to welfare recipients (not in­ 
cluding medical assistance, 
operating costs, special serv­ 
ices, food stamps, comeling, 
child care and job training) 
to $80 m illion a year. 
Voters last year rejected 
a proposal to remove state 
aid to the aged, blind and 
disabled from the ceiling. 
If President Nixon signs 
the revised welfare reform 
b ill, only aid to fam ilies 
with dependent children 
would be left under tile state 
ceiling by Jan. I, 1974. Tile 
federal government would 
assume the cost of aid to the 
aged, blind and disabled, al­ 
though the states would ad­ 
minister programs until July 


I. 1975. 
The federal act, lf signed, 
would also phase back into

UNITARY PRIMARY URG­ 
ED—Secretary of State Bob 
Bullock recommended unitary 
primary elections to replace 
the old system of separate 
primaries for Democrats and 
Republicans. 
At the tame tim e, tie 
state ctiief election officer 
advised a Senate election 
Law study committee that 
unless the legislature enacts 
new legislation next year 
there w ill be no laws on the 


books for financing 1974 pri­ 
maries. 
Bullock estimated the

Credit rating plays big 
role in a fam ily's life

Credit rating often plays 


an Important role In a fami­ 
ly's life—thus, false or In­ 
accurate reports In some 
credit bureau flies can be 
tragic. 
Mrs. Gaye appert, county 
Extension Agent, explained 
that a mistaken report can 
lead to several complica­ 
tions of denials. 
"If a person Is denied 
credit. Insurance or employ­ 
ment because of a bad credit 
rating, the Fair Credit Re­ 
porting Act, effective since 
April 1971, might be able to 


help. 


"If a poor rating is the 
reason for denial, the law 
states the person must receive 
the name and address of the 
credit bureau or any report­ 
ing agency that made the re­ 
port, ” Mrs. Blppert continued, 


Af ter receiving the name 
and address of the credit bu­ 
reau that released the credit 
rating, the person can con­ 
tact them. 
The bureau must reveal 
free of charge anything it has 
in its files about the Indivi­ 
dual except medical records. 
Except for the reports on 
character and morals, It 
must disclose the sources of 
Information.

M rs, Lorene Tschirhart of 


Don lay was part of a three- 
week Texas Farm Bureau Afri­ 
ca Tour, beginning Septem­ 
ber 14. Her story of the ex­ 
perience follows, 
"We left Dallas via Ameri­ 
can Airlines September 14 at 
12:45 p. rn*, arriving at Ken­ 
nedy Airport, New York C tty, 
at 4:30 a, rn. We left New 
York at 6:45 p. rn. and rode 
a T , W, A. 747, arriving In 
London at 6:30 a. rn. tile 


next day. 
I t was 9 a. rn. before we 
arrived at our hotel. Most of 
us were too tired to do any­ 
thing but go to bed until 


lunch and then get ourselves 
ready for tlie long night a- 
head. It was 8:30 p. rn. be­ 
fore we left London for En­ 
tebbe, Uganda, via Eastern 
Airways, and the sun was 
past up when we arrived. 
Entebbe customs agents 
checked us for everyghlng we 
might have had or didn’t 
have and we had to tell them 
how much cash and Trave­ 
ler's checks each of us car­ 
ried. Tills was unexpected, 


so 25 Texans went to work 
counting. Finally, to our 
beautiful hotel In Kampala 
about 9 o'clock and breakfast 
"A ll of us were starved. 


aa we hadn't eaten since IO 
p. rn. the night before, on 


tire plane. 
"A ll went to bed again un­ 
til lunch and the afternoon 
tour of the city which was 
very interesting. The next 
day we drove to Murchison 
Folk Park, to spend two 
nights, We had several 
game doves, and took a boat 
ride up tile Nile River. 
’The guide estimated a 
view of about 1000 Hippos in 
the water. Other wild game 
around the edge. And tire 
falls were very beautiful 
viewed from the boat. U- 
ganda is a very beautiful 


green country with vast un­ 
tapped mineral resources, 
and can grow about anything. 
"Cotton, coffee, sisal, 
peanuts, cocoa and tea. I 
understand the U .S. buys 
some of Uganda's coffee 
which is quite good (though 
one could cut it with a knife, 
so all of us had to have hot 
water to water it down).

We saw Serengeti Nation­ 
al Park, Ngorongora Crater, 
and stayed at lovely Lake 
Manyora and made a game- 
run at Hie Park. Tills is 
where one is supposed to see 
the lions asleep in trees, 
though we did not see any in 


trees. 
Rhodesia . . . Tills is a 
very pretty up-and-coming 


country. 
Never have I seen people 
so eager to please or anxious 
for outside information* They 
took us into their homes and 
treated us royally, Rhodesia 
is getting along well with 
die lr black people. Their 
housing in Salisbury looks 
neat and orderly, and they 
have good schools. The par­ 
ents are encouraged to send 
children to school. They can 
go to free clinics and get 
free "pills" lf they w ill take 


them. 
There is a beer industry in 
Salisbury, controlled by black 
people; and all profit from 
the beer (which is made out 
of bananas, lf one can ima­ 
gine such a thing) goes back 
to them. I understand tills 
banana beer is very nourish­ 
ing, though none of us had 
the wish to try it. 
Rhodesia is the second 
largest industrial country in 
Africa. Rhodesia's mining 
industry produces 34 different 
metals, and a variety of pre­ 
cious stones. 
They export tobacco and 
raise sugar, tea, cotton and 


maize (com). 
Their Minister of Infor­ 
mation, Mr. Tony Tamer, 
came to our hotel to meet 
me and bring some reading 
material. He only met a 
few of tie group, as most 
were eating lunch. We then 


visited beautiful Victoria 


Falls. 
South Africa is the world's 
largest producer of gold. 
There are also other minerals 
including uranium and they 
are a leading supplier of dia­ 


monds. 
They have a variety of 
other industries. 
T ley have a lot of farm 
land, and grow cotton, corn 
and tobacco. They also 
grow a large variety of fruit. 
Merino sheep are raised in 
the plateau country and South 
Africa is the third largest pro­ 
ducer of wool in the world. 
The people are very 
friendly and there, too, one 
sees how they are working 
for the betterment of their 
black people. We visited a 
mine compound in Johannes­ 
burg, and saw some Bantu 
tribes dance. 

We saw very 
little of this countryside as 
we just Iud 1/2 day's tour in 
Addld Ababa. 
The city is nice with large 
hotels. This is an agricul­ 
tural country, and one sees 
fields everywliere one looks 
out of a plane window. They 
grow coffee, cereal, and oil 
seeds. 
Also, iieep, cattle 
and a type of Spanish goat*. 
Ethiopian mineral resources 
are just being explored and 
tliere Is big game hunting 
year-round. 
We flew to Rome October 
4. Some of us Iud planned a 
short bus tour for the after­ 
noon, but wlien we arrived, 
busboys and porters were on 
strike, so we had to pack all 
our luggage right out of the 
plane to and through the air­ 
port out Hie other side where 
we Iud a private bus waiting 
for us.
